| Fur God, who created Mankind to be of 
him'; euerlaftingly knowne and glorified ,

| him © he would not confound, deſtroy , 
- looſe, oucrwhelme , nor vtrerly leaue it, 
to the will and power of the deuill : but 
by his exceeding goodnes , grace, and 
mercie , he ſuſtayned and ſupported Adam 
and Exc , declaring vnto them, that the e- 
nemie of Trueth', Righteouſneſle and true: 
Felicitie, ſhould once for their ſakes haue 
his head broken; and yer in the meanetime, 
by his iuſt iudgement,* would, and ſuffe- 
red him to affiit', and dinerſclic aflault 
them, HE. 
Now tothe end that Adamand Exe might 
be aſſured of their reſtoring, as God by 
hisdiuine Word and Spiric created, made, 
and formedall ere being : by the ſame 


Word alſo, Adamynderſtood that the ſeed 
of the Woman ſhould breake the Serpents 
head , and ſo ſhould be freed from that 
{lauerie, whereunto he had fubieRted him+ 
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This moſt powrefull word , ( remaining 
in ſubſtance with God from al! eternitie ; 
by which the heauens and all things elſe 
were made ) did then call Adam and Exe 
ro repentance, and gaue them time and lea 
ſureroamend, and returne tothat obedi- 
ence, from which they were falne; 

Hereby we ſee plainely who was Adams 
reacherfrom the beginning; For this word, 
the Sonne of God , which rebuked Adam 
for his fault and eranigrefſion, and declared 
ynto him, thatthe force andpower of the. 
Serpent ſhould be broken-: did teach 
him and reproone his offence. , let-, 
ting him kaow2 howe _abbominable 
Sinne was, and how many miſchiefes it pro- 
curedhim,(co wit )death & cuerlaſting par= 
ticipation in all reproach , with the Deuill, 
to whom he was {o enthralled . And that 
netther by himſelfe nor any other creature 
elſe ſocuer , perfect deliuerance from thar 
thraldome, and ſatisfaHtion of his horrible 
finne againſt God , whom he had offended, 
could be made;but by the onely meane of this 
Promiſe : wherby Adam and Exe did 
know thac all their offences, were-freelie 
pardoned, without any meanes of their 
owane workes and merits., 4

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All thefe things , by inſpiration of hisſpi- 
rit { whoſe voyce they vnderfiood ) they 
perceiued and knewe : who willing to in= 
firut them , knew alſo, that all this was 
in vaine, it they were not inſpired ro know 
and beleeue rhe ſame . And fo this euer- 
tafting word, the Sonne of God, did-in- 
rut efdam; the firſt man from the be» 
ginaing. By which , we vnderſtand that 
God cuer hath, and/{ti]l doch giue ayde 
ynto his Church, and inſtrut , maintaine 
and goucrne it, as by evident teftimonie 
appeareth: and common experience ſhe- 
weth, that the Church and her Doctrine 
could neuer ſo long haue endured againft 
ſuch horrible turies of Fathan , Tyrants, 
and wicked men ; had it not had ſuch a 
Protector andKeeper. 

Which thing, the Fathers and Patriar- 
ches, Abraham Iſaac and Taceb everhigh- 
ly eſteemed. And Zacob in his time go- 
yerning the Church of God , certainelie 
declared this Meſſias ſo often promiſed, 
to be his Keeper. And therefore, Gen, 48. 
_verſ. 16. he ſaith, The Angell which hath 
kept mee. from enill , bleſſe theſe caren, 
By which and other places, it appeateth , 
that he called the 2Mefſtasy (to wit ) the 

-_ _ Some 
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Sonne of God) an Angell ; naming him 
alſo his Keeper, and attributing vnto him, 
both power and authoritie to blefſe, which 
had he onely vaderfioode of the Angell 
he would neucr ( moued by Gods Spirit ) 
haue ſo ſpoken : becauſe he hadthen giuen 
yntothe Angell, that which was proper to 
God, to whom onely 7aceb cuer af:ribed 
all power, bleſfing ; honour and gloric, as 
to God onely appertaineth.

he hath madeall things, and promiſed in 
histime toſend; thereby ropurchaſe ynto

- And for that it is not in ourfacultic and 
power this to belecue, he did and doth

We muſt alſo vnderſtand that as allthe 
good Fathers and Patriarkes y who by O-

Briefly we ſee , how God by his Sonne 
and Spirit, in the beginning of the world,

He commaunded that Monkes ſhoulde
